cardboard, and are fastened to the covers 
by red, white and blue silk cords, which 
are arranged in bowknots on the binding 
edge of the covers. 

Upon the first leaf of the menu another 
pennant is shown, embossed in colors. Di- 
rectly underneath is printed: “Dinner 
Tendered Theodore Roosevelt, President 
of the United States. The Business Men’s 
League of St. Louis, Mercantile Club, Octo- 
ber 1, 1902.” 

The next page, or the beginning of the 
menu proper, is headed with printed notes 
and bars of the “mess call,” through which 
the word “Menu” is shown in embossed 
gold letters. Underneath and immediately 
following are given the names of all the 
wines and courses served. The musical 
programme of the occasion is placed on a 
leaf by itself, and is composed of national 
hymns, popular and well-known songs, and 
the announcement of a welcome address by 
Mayor Wells. 

The remaining pages are devoted to the 
list of guests and the names of the various 
committees. All of the leaves of the menu 
were printed from especially engraved 
plates. 

The box in which the President’s sou- 
venir menu is laid is one of especial design 
also. It is made with a silver clasp, the 
outside being covered with white watered 
silk. The inside is finished in- soft folds 
of white silk. 

In addition to the menu made for the 
President, there are about 40 similarly de- 
signed, but made of ooze leather, that have 
been sent to the guests that were invited 
tc the dinner. 


Receiver Appointed for Bankrupt Firm of 
Orme Bros. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 11.—A petition 
has been filed in the Bankruptcy Court by 
A. Roseman, New York, asking that a 
receiver be appointed to take charge of the 
estate of Orme Bros., jewelers, who filed 
a voluntary petition in bankruptcy, Nov. 6 

Mr. Roseman alleges that he has a prov 
able claim against the bankrupts for ap 
proximately $1,500 and contends that it is 
necessary for the preservation of the es 
tate, pending the election of a trustee, that 
a receiver be appointed. 

After considering the petition the Court 
appointed F. Walter Brandeburg receiver, 
who gave bond for the proper performance 
of his duties. 


Burglars at Marshall, Tex., Rob Jewelry 
Store and Escape. 

MARSHALL, Tex., Nov. 12.—Burglars en- 
tered the jewelry store of W. E. Lake, in 
this city, last week, and stole jewelry and 
diamonds amounting in value to several 
thousand dollars, according to Mr. Lake’s 
estimate. 

The articles known to have been stolen 
are 13 dozen gold rings, two’set diamonds, 
three dozen gold watch chains and 27 gold 
watches. Mr. Lake says that many other 
articles of minor value were also taken.

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The Silver Trade of France. 
Reports on the Laws Regulating the 
Manufacture, Sale and Importation 
of Silver and Silver Plated 
Wares. 


Wasuincton, D. C., Nov. 12.—Consul 
Thackara, at Havre, has furnished the 
State Department with an elaborate re- 
port on silverware manufacture in France, 
the laws governing the manufacture of 
gold and silver ware, and the outlook for 
the introduction of American goods. He 
states that the principal centers of the sil- 
ver and plated ware industries of France 
are in Paris and the Department of the 
Seine. 

In the business directory of the former 
city the names of over 260 firms are given 
as manufacturers of silver and plated ware. 
In Lyons, Marseilles, Besancon, and Cer- 
den there are also manufacturers, but it is 
safe to state that 90 per cent. of the silver- 
ware and plated ware produced in France 
is made in Paris or in the Department of 
the Seine. In 1900 there were about 4,000 
workmen employed in the manufacture of 
gold and silver ware, 1,300 making fine 
jewelry and 2,000 polishers, a total of 7,- 
300 persons, whose wages averaged from 
$1.35 to $2.12 per diem 

During the same year 266,519 pounds of 
French-made silverware was presented to 
the hall mark office to be stamped with 
the hall mark for interior consumption, 
and 22,118 pounds to be stamped with the 
export hall mark. There were 5,904 
pounds of silverware made in France for 
interior consumption, but exported to 
other countries and the interior consump- 
tion tax reimbursed and 443 pounds ex- 
ported without being stamped with the 
export hall mark. As all manufactures of 
precious metals are required to be sent to 
the hall mark offices for inspection and 
assay, the above figures, taken from an 
official report to the minister of finance, 
represent the production of silverware in 
France in 1900. 

The laws of France, which have been 
enacted for the purpose of guaranteeing to 
purchasers of products made of gold and 
silver that the metals contained therein 
are of the proper fineness, are very strict. 
It would not be feasible in the confines of 
this report to give the laws in detail, but 
in general terms their provisions are as 
follows: 

The laws regulating the manufacture 
and sale of objects made of gold and sil- 
ver are executed under the direction of the 
Minister of Finance, in the bureaus of 
coinage and indirect taxes 

All such products, whether made in 
France or imported from other countries, 
before entering into consumption must be 
presented to the hall mark offices for in- 
spection and assay, and if found to be of 
the legal fineness they are stamped with 
the proper hall marks 

There are 40 hall mark offices for 
French-made articles, but imported goods 
can only be entered at 12 of these, viz.: 
Paris, Nancy, Bellegarde, Pontarlier, Be- 
sancon, Lyons, Marseilles, Nantes, Havre, 
Rouen and Lille. 

Only two grades of silver are permitted 

to be used in French-made silverware, or 
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that imported from foreign countries 
tended for consumption in France, viz.:

which is applied at the same time as the 
hall marks. Each manufacturer before 
presenting his articles to be hall marked 
must stamp them with his own mark, called 
the maker’s mark (poincon de maitre) 
The obligatory form is that of a lozenge 
in which is engraved the initial letter of 
his name with a symbol, such as an arrow 
or a cross, for example. These marks 
must be registered at the Prefecture of Po 
lice at Paris or at the police bureaus of 
the departments, and also at the hall mark 
offices. At the hall mark offices the ob 
jects are assayed, marked, and the assay 
fee and internal consumption or guaranty 
tax are collected. If the articles are not 
of the legal fineness, they are broken up in 
the presence of the owner, and if found to 
be spurious, they are seized and the owner 
prosecuted and fined 

There are three methods of testing sil 
ver used in the hall mark offices: the 
touchstone test, for small articles and for 
those which have been soldered; the Cupel 
test, and the wet method 

Silverware made in foreign countries 
and imported into France must fulfill the 
requirements of the laws regulating the 
manufacture and sale of similar articles of 
French make. It must be entered at one 
of the 12 custom-houses mentioned be 
fore, where it is opened, weighed, and 
placed under seals. It is then sent to the 
hall mark office, in the place where the 
entry for importation is made for inspe« 
tion and assay. If found to be of legal 
fineness, it is hall marked with the special 
iinportation stamp, the duties and taxes 
paid, and is then delivered to the importet 
Like similar articles made in France, 
the silverware is not manufactured of si 
ver of the legal grade it is broken up. In 
case of dispute as to the tests, the foreign 
manufacturer or his agent has the right, 
before the silverware is broken up, to ay 
peal to the bureau of coinage at Paris. If 
the metal is spurious, the goods will be 
seized, confiscated, and a fine imposed 
equal to 20 times the value of the articles

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12.—‘*We beat 
the world by odds and odds in style, quality 
and price, but are to the same degree beat- 
en by the world in mod f introduction 
to outside markets,’ says Consul-General 
Williams, at Singapore, in a report on the 
outlook for American silver and plated ware 
in the Straits Settlements. “Our manufac- 
turers can easily enter this market, and all 
others of this colony, as all ports are abso 
lutely free—no customs duties or other 
charges on such imports; nor are forms or 
sizes of packages material, as reshipment to 
local markets would be by wate: 


“No ( bstacle seems to exist to the intr 
duction of American ware save proper meth- 


ods by American exporters. It has been 
my duty on several occasions to mention 
that Americans best represent the United 


States. When our exporters depend upon 
British, German or other foreign merchants 
to introduce their goods here they must run 
counter to the loyalty of the merchant for 
his own land. When a British or German 
merchant has demand for a line of goods 
he naturally first looks to his own country 
for suitable goods and to the United States 
only as a last resort.” 


Mexican Government Grants Pearl Fish- 
ing Concession on the Pacific Coast. 

Austin, Tex., Nov. 12.—It is reported 
here that the Mexican Government has 
granted a concession to Jose Santacruz and 
Pedro Ollivier to establish extensive pearl 
fisheries on the Pacific coast of Mexico. 

The territory embraced under this con- 
cession is the whole Sonora and Sinaloa 
coasts, from the mouth of the Colorado 
River, where it empties into the Gulf cf 
California, down to the port of Manzanillo 
[he distance of this coast line is probably 
1,200 miles. 

The concession is for a period of 10 years 
and the rental is $400 per annum, exclu- 
sive of the prices which the concessionaires 
must pay the Government for all pearls 
which they find.

Imitation Precious Stones. 


Court Decides Imitation Pearls Are In- 
cluded in the Term in lis Trade 
Meaning. 

Judge Townsend, of the United States 
District Court, New York, last week 
handed down an opinion in the ap- 


peal involving the duty on imitation prec- 
ious stones taken by Albert Lorsch & Co. 
from the decision of the Board of United 
States General Appraisers, recently argued 
before him. 

As reported in THe CrrcuLAr-WEEKLY 
Oct. 29, this case, although small in itself, 
was interesting because it was thought it 
might have important bearing on the con- 
troversy as to whether or not split pearls 
should be assessed at 60 or 10 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

A part of the merchandise governed 
by Judge Townsend’s decision consists 
of imitation pearls, and Albert Comstock, 
attorney for the protestants, made a special 
effort to have these imitation pearls classed 
as imitation precious stones. 

Judge Townsend’s decision, while sus- 
taining the importer’s contention in regard 
to the rate of duty for the goods under dis- 
cussion, does not go into the question of 
the classification of precious 
stones, but decides that the imitation pearls 
are imitation precious stones on the general 
ground that they are so designated in the 
trade and are included in the commercial 
meaning of the phrase. 

The decision in full reads as follows: 


pearls

The merchandise in question comprises various 
cheap representations of valuable stones and pearls 
used for jewelry and other ornamental purposes. 
A portion of it was assessed for duty as “manu- 
factures of glass, not specially provided for,” at 
60 per cent. ad valorem, under the provisions of 
Par. 108, Act of 1890, and another portion under 


the provisions of Par. 351 of the Act of 1894, as 
‘manufactures of paste, not specially provided 
for,” at 25 per cent. ad valorem. It was claimed 


to be dutiable at 10 per cent. ad valorem as “‘imita- 


tions of precious stones, not set,’”’ under 
Par. 454 of the Act of 1890, and 338 of the Act of 
1894. 

Some of the ornaments are set on posts. There 


is no contention on the part of the importers that 
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they are not dutiable. That the ornaments are 
made of paste or glass is not disputed; that they 
are not set, except such as are on posts, is 
proved. They are not imitations of what 

technically known as precious stones, which, 

cording to the testimony, comprises only dia 
monds, rubies, emeralds and sapphires, and per 


haps cat’s-eyes and alexandrites. 


fhe great preponderance of testimony, in fact 
almost the unanimous testimony of dealers in such 
articles, is that they are universally known in 
trade and commerce as imitations of precious 
stones. The chief question at issue is whether 
there is sufficient evidence under the rule to sup 
port the finding of the Board of Appraisers that 
they are not thus commercially known. It is 


admitted that the trade designation must control 
The witnesses produced by the Government who 
deal in real precious stones only, limited to the 
four or six varieties already stated, are not dealers 


in any imitations of precious stones, either in the 
technical or commercial sense. They are not, there 
fore, competent to testify as to the commercial 
uses of. these ornaments. Furthermore, it appears 
from their testimony that the reason why they 
state that these articles are not imitations of 
precious stones, is because they are not imitations 
of the diamond, ruby, emerald, sapphire, etc. It 
appears, however, from the decisions of the 
courts that various other stones, such as those 


simulated by these exhibits, have been held to be 
in this country. 

In these circumstances it must be found that the 
definition of the experts called by the Government 
too limited, and that the evidence as to trade 
designation does not sufficiently support the find 
ing of the Board. 

The question as to whether imitations of pearls 


precious stones commercially

are imitations of precious stones, has been espe 
cially pressed upon the Court in the argument 
Without reference to whether pearls are precious 


stones or not, it must be found on the evidence in 
this case that the imitations of pearls mounted on 
wires and shown in the suit in question, are known 
in trade and commerce imitations of precious 
stones. 

The decision of the Board of Appraisers is 
versed.

New York Jewelers Warned Against a 
Woman Believed to be a Swindler. 

Merchants in Maiden Lane and vicinity 
have been visited during the last two weeks 
by a woman who is believed to be a swind- 
ler. In personal appearance the woman ap- 
pears to be a foreigner. She is of medium 
height, has dark complexion and is about 
30 years old. Her chief characteristic is a 
decided lisp when she talks and jewelers 
whom she visits in future may know her by 
this peculiarity. 

The methods employed by her are not at 
all original and she invariably represents 
herself as the wife or buyer of some out-of- 
town jeweler. 

About two weeks ago the woman called 
on Alfred H. Smith & Co., diamond im- 
porters, 182 Broadway, and represented her- 
self as the wife of H. J. Bentley, of Wau- 
kon, Ia.

suspected. The clerk, however, instead of 
giving her the goods she had ordered, which 
were worth about $500, decided to send 
them to the Waukon store. 

A few days ago the goods came back from 
Mr. Bentley, accompanied by the informa- 
tion that the woman was not his wife, that 
he had never ordered any diamonds, and 
that nobody in the east had been buying 
anything for him. 

In her conversation with the clerk in Mr. 
Smith’s office the woman stated that she 
had obtained several lots of jewelry and 
precious stones from houses on Maiden 
Lane, and though it is known that she visit- 
ed other firms, it is not known whether she 
was successful in her attempts to get 
goods.

Jeweler Fighting Law Against Auction 
Sales by Habeas Corpus Proceedings.

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| New York Opticians Hold Interesting 
| Session in the C. C. N. Y. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Op 
tical Society of the City of New York was 
held at the College of the City of New 
York, Wednesday evening, Nov. 12. Th 
meeting was called to order at 8.30 P. M., 
A. M. Frankel presiding 

In the history of the Society this is the 
first time all chairs were occupied, members 
coming hundreds 6f miles to commence the 
proposed laboratory courses. It denotes a 
new birth for the Society along scientific 
lines for which it has been working many 
years. 

Prof. Fox, of the college, opened the sci 
entific session, his subject being, “Laws of 


Reflection.” The opticians were each given 
the following apparatus: mirror, planes, 
pins and paper. The Professor then dem- 
onstrated by experiment the fact that the 
angle of reflection is equal to the angle of 
incidence before the assembled opticians, 
after which each member demonstrated the 
fact himself. 

The second half of the scientific session 
was taken up by Dr. Bryan, also of the 
college, whose subject was, “The Micro- 
scope and Its Use,” illustrated by models 
and diagrams. : Each optician had a com- 
pound microscope and Dr. Bryan gave rules 
for its use. 

[he Doctor described concisely the mech 
anism and optical parts of the compound 
microscope and various slides were exam 
ined and cell structure definitely demon 
strated. 

“The whole difficulty of understanding 





what cells are,” he said, “is due to their 
microscopic size. Our eye is unable to see 
them and an accessory eye—the compound 
microscope—has been utilized.” 

[The members were enthusiastic in their 
praise of having such a splendid opportun 
ity as that which the Department of Phy 
sics of the college offers for optical experi 
menting under the able tutorship of Pro 
fessors Fox and Bryan, of the college. 

The business session was then held. Sec- 
retary Dilworth read the minutes of the 
last meeting, which were adopted as read 
Mr. Kahn reported that money for the leg 
islative fund was being collected by him 
rather slowly. Applications for membership 
were received ffom Robert Levin, Louis H. 
Scadron, Maurice Stone and Dr. M. Ru- 
bein, all of New York city. Some were 
laid on the table to follow the usual par- 
liamentary procedure. It was then regu- 
larly moved and. seconded that the secre- 
tary cast one ballot for the election to mem 
bership of Charles Reppier, Borough of 
Brooklyn. 

December being a busy month for some 
of the.members, on motion of Mr. Dilworth 
it was decided that no meeting be held 
during that month. The next meeting will 
be held the second Wednesday in January, 
when the annual election of officers will 
take place. The usual bills were finally 
presented and on motion the meeting ad- 
journed.

Che accident is said to have been caused 
yy escaping gas in an annealer. The power 
tops on Saturdays at 5 o’clock and with it 
the blower furnishing the air blast used in 
onnection with the gas system in the an- 
nealers and for soldering.

CuIcaco, Ill., Nov. 15.—Patrick T. Ma 
honey, a policeman of this city, has been ar 
rested on a bench warrant, alleging that hx 
participated in a raid on the jewelry 
store of Bernard J. Hagamann, 5454 Went 
worth Ave. 

On the morning of Aug. 30, 1901, Haga 
mann’s store was stripped of its entire stock 
valued at nearly $9,000, besides $600 in cash

Two men, Barry and Clark, were arrested,

Eventually the convicted men were ré¢ 
leased from imprisonment by their attorney 
and after having failed in their attempt to 
obtain money from Mahoney by threatening 
to declare his connection with the robbery, 
they laid the matter before State Attorney 
Deneen, who secured the warrant on which 
Mahoney was arrested. 

Mr. Deneen has stated that most of the 
jewelry which was still missing has been 
located and will be seized immediately as 
evidence in the case.

Florida License Law Declared Unconstitu- 
tional in Proceedings Brought by Jeweler. 


Macon, Ga., Nov. 14—Judge Don A. 
Pardee, of the United States Circuit Court, 
sitting at Macon, Ga., holds Florida law un- 
constitutional in the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings of E. F. Hahn vs. J. W. Hawkins, 
Sheriff of Suwanee County, Fla. 

Hahn, as previously reported in THE 
CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, was a drummer solicit- 
ing orders for clocks for future delivery for 
the L. B. Price Mercantile Co., of Kan- 
sas City, Mo. He was arrested and im 
prisoned in Live Oak, Fla., on Oct. 8, for 
peddling without a license, under a Florida 
law imposing license tax of $75 per county 
on soliciting agents. 

Hahn alleged in his petition for habeas 
corpus through R. O. Feagan, his attorney, 
that the law was unconstitutional, because 
conflicting with the interstate commerce 
clause of the Federal Constitution, which 
confers upon Congress alone the power to 
regulate interstate commerce. 

Judge Pardee heard argument in the case 
in Atlanta on Oct. 24, and rendered his 
decision to-day, declaring that Hahn was 
held in violation of the Constitution of the 
United States, and discharged him. 


Jeweler of Philippines Accused of Dia- 
mond Stealing. 


Mania, P. I., Nov. 11.—A large theft of 
diamonds and other jewelry has been under 
investigation for the last two months by the 
detective bureau, and at last the man who 
stole them has been caught.

A” interesting report of 

by Justice Dashwood, the Government 
Resident of the Northern Territory, has 
been forwarded to Acting Premier of the 
Commonwealth, the Hon. A. Deakin. Col 
ored labor has practically captured this 
industry, that it presents a difficulty 
in the carrying out of the declared policy 
of the Commonwealth Government to 
cure a “white Australia.” 

Mr. Dashwood states that beyond a few 
owners and employers, there are now no 
white men actually engaged in pearling 
within the limits of his official observation. 
The value of the pearl shell raised in the

Torres Straits fisheries had fallen from 
£126,042 in 1897 to £105,403 in 1901, al 
though a greater number of men and 
boats had been employed. Divers are 


paid from £20 to £25 per ton for the shell, 
with an additional wage varying up to 
£12 10s. per month. In customs duties the 
Commonwealth received directly from the 
industry nearly £4,000 per annum. 

The great majority of the witnesses exam- 
ined by Justice Dashwood declared that the 
industry could not be carried on by white 
crews because the work was hard, the 
life monotonous and rough and the cli- 
mate trying. As to white divers, opinion 
differed. Some thought they could be se- 
cured at £25, but the boat owners were 
unanimous in declaring that any regula 
tion compelling the employment of white 
divers would “shut up” the industry, be 
cause experience had proved that white 





acter of the life. On the luggers now em 
ployed the men are rolling day and night 
for about eight months of the year, while 
the southwestern winds are blowing. For 
the remainder of the year they work in a 
dead calm, with the heat very oppressive. 
Under better conditions white men might 
be obtained, but after a careful considera 
tion of the figures, Mr. Dashwood is satis 
fied that the consequent increase in working 
expenses would prevent the industry being 
profitably carried on. As to the 
profit on the capital invested, some witnesses 
put it as low as 6 per cent., others as high 
as from 25 to 50 per cent 

At Port Darwin, Mr. Dashwood’s head 
quarters, there was a practically unanimous 
consensus of opinion that the compulsory 
introduction of white men would mean the 
extinction of the industry. Japanese, Ma- 
lays, Chinese, Javanese and various other 
nationalities constitute the motive power of 
the industry. 

The prosperity of Thursday Island was 
at present entirely dependent on these fish- 
eries. Mr. Dashwood incidentally reports a 
considerable revival in beche-de-mer fish- 
ing, the value of the trade, after a series of 
dull years, having risen from £1,255 in 1900) 
to £7,399 last year—London Times.

of articles of solid silver, richly ornament 
ed with elaborate designs of flowers, drag 
ons and insects. 

The Japanese silver is all hand wrought, 
and is of three varieties. In the most com- 
mon a thin plate of silver is made to take 
the shape of the required article, and is then 
filled with melted which hardens on 
cooling, so as to make a solid mass for 
the workman to operate on. By hammer- 
ing on a small blunt tool placed against the 
outside of this he the silver into 
relief forms to suit his fancy. In another 
kind the figure is hammered out of a sepa- 
rate piece of silver and applied to the ar- 
ticle. In the third method a very thick 
plate of silver has the outside cut and chis- 
eled away until there remains a plate of 
the desired thickness, with the decoration 
in solid relief. 

Casts or dies are not used, and no piece 
of work is ever an exact duplicate of an 
other. The purchaser, although buying 
only a single article, instead of making his 
selection from a large stock, most often 
has the piece made to his order, so that 
the dealer has no need of keeping a large 
supply on hand for the local trade. 

It is said that considerable Japanese sil 
ver is exported to America, and still more 
to England.

The Board of Classification of the United 
States General Appraisers handed down a 
last week, overruling the

ef G. W. Sheldon & Co. on a quantity of 
carved marble. The invoice of the con 
cern claims the articles are bas-reliefs in 


marble, imported from Italy, and they wer 
classified by the Collector as manufactures 
of marble and assessed at the rate of 50 pet 
cent. ad valorem, under Paragraph 115 of 
the lariff Act. The importers claim that 
articles were dutiable as “statuary” ai 
15 per cent., under the reciprocal comme 
cial agreement with Italy. 

lhe chief question that presented itself 
for decision was whether or not bas-reliefs 
were statuary within the meaning of the 
lariff Law. No part of the articles in ques 
tion was in full relief. The Board decided 
that the word “statuary” in its widest sense 
could be comprehensive enough to include 
such articles as bas-reliefs, but in its more 
specific meaning the Board held that it ap 
peared to be limited to figures “in the 
round” or in full relief, and that its 
most general usage it would be applied un 
doubtedly in the latter sense. The Board 
held that the adoption of the proper defi- 
nition of the term “statuary” would admit 
as such marble monuments, wains 
coting and frieze work, upon which figures 
are done in relief, and it would be difficult to 
draw the line against vases, pedestals, com 
plete monuments, altars and other similar 
articles upon which sculptured relief work

making window displays the supreme 

idea of the jeweler should be, aside 
from showing the most attractive goods, 
to win the confidence of the passerby. 

There is, perhaps, no line of business that 
has so much to do with skeptics as jew- 
elry. Hence it is advantageous, in order 
to reach this class of people, that the jew- 
eler should each day display in the most 
conspicuous place in his show window a 
different sign conveying a short advertise- 
ment. This ad. may be on a piece of plain 
black cardboard, eight by ten inches, con- 
taining in the center a terse and appropriate 
idea which can be read quickly. If painted 
white, in script, it will prove unusually at- 
tractive. 

The writer having tried this plan for 
some time, has found it to be a wonderful 
help in obtaining much transient trade and 
expressions of approval from town people 
who had not before been known to enter 
the store. 

“We never use our knowledge to the 
detriment of a customer’’—ads. of this kind 
are convincing arguments doubtful 
minds, 

These ads., however, should be changed 
every day. Then they will bear the stamp 
of originality and honesty on the part of 
the jeweler.

Of course it is necessary to change the 
goods every day, showing new articles as 
they arrive. Single them out here and 
there as specially interesting and show ,the 
prices on neat, plain cards. 

Some object to prices being shown, but 
personal experience has taught the writer 
that people are curious to know the price 
of jewelry, and while they may have no 
intention of buying at the time, it makes 
an indelible impression on their minds and 
may result eventually in their entering the 
store. 

Common sense should tell 
that he should keep the stock clean and 
attractive. Frequent changing of display 
material, continually and everlastingly try- 
ing to convince the public that everything 
is as represented, assures success, providing, 
of course, that the jeweler is honest and 
has a thorough knowledge of his wares.

Stock Cleaning. 
(Continued fr »f Nov. 12.) 
ILVER jewelry, if polished, should be 
cleaned in the manner just described, 
but for satin finished articles it is best to heat 
as many as possible, and when cooled they 
should be placed in the sulphuric pickle and 
allowed to remain there until they become 
dead white. Then by scratch brushing them 
with the steel wire brush or by means of a 
stiff washing brush and baking soda the 
beautiful white luster may be regained. 
Plain, band and set rings should be buffed 
on the inside with the tapering buff and the 
plain and band rings are then buffed on the 


m iwsue 


sides and surface with the canton flannel 
buff. Before polishing the set rings it is ad 
visable to test all the settings to see that 
the stones are fastened securely. Then 
after buffing the interiors of these rings 
the settings should be well brushed with 


the rouge rotary brush. 
The rings are finished in the same man- 
ner as the others, but care should be taken 
that the buff does not catch on any of the 
prongs and tear them off. Should any 
threads or particles of lint be seen between 
the prong and the remove it and 
press the prong tightly against the stone. 
Diamond rings are cleaned and polished 
in the same manner, but very often it is a 
good plan to thrum or string the scallops 
between the prongs before polishing the 
rings on the lathe. First see that the stones 
are secure and that the prongs do not catch 
on a piece of silk; then insert a thin strip of 
chamois skin or a woolen string over which 
a piece of rouge has been rubbed and mak- 
ing it fast to the bench at one end proceed 
to draw the ring forward and backward 
over it until the scallop is repolished. This 
done to all the scallops and the ring 
is then polished in the usual manner 
After all the rings before mentioned have 
been polished they should be placed in hot 
water to loosen the dirt

Then by using a 
fine toothbrush remove all the dirt and 
rouge from the stamp inside the ring. It 


is decidedly bad to see a nicely polished 
ring with the stamp plugged up with dirt. 
[hen with the heavier brush clean the out 
side and settings and dry the rings in the 
warmed boxwood sawdust. Before placing 
the diamond rings or diamond 
the sawdust allow them to lie in alcohol for 
several minutes to cut the grease and soap 
that may adhere to the stones. When it 
thought that the thoroughly 
dried they should be taken from the saw 
dust and all particles of the dust removed 
by using the long-bristled bench brush. Be 
fore recasing them rub up the woodwork of 
the case with any good furniture polish and 
brighten up the velvet lining of 
if possible to do so.

The Proper Place for Ophthalmic Instru- 
ments in Refraction Work. 

[Paper delivered by Vice-President Samuet S. 
Grant at the Annual Convention of the Cana- 
dian Association of Opticians, held in 
Toronto, Can., September, 1902.] 
M* PRESIDENT, | brother officers 

and members, kindly accept my 
sincere and fraternal felicitations and con- 
gratulations. 

The dream of every refractionist is to 
do good, true work, such work that 
will not only merit the approval but the 
emulation of every brother refractionist. 
There is no science more exact and at 
the same time so exacting as refraction 
work, yet we are surrounded by an at- 
mosphere of difficulty and a halo of doubt, 
nothing seems certain, nothing definite. 
The only definite and certain element is that 
we are liable to error, there are so many 
conflicting factors that have to be taken into 
consideration, so many diverse influences 
bearing directly and indirectly on the re- 
sult, so much entanglement following the 
effect of distorting errors of refraction or 
disturbing elements of muscular imbal- 
ance, that the more experience we get the 
more do our shortcomings present them- 
selves and the more do we invite and wel- 
come the advent of scientific refracting in- 
struments and the question agitating the 
optical world of to-day is the relative value 
and reliance to be placed on estimations 
based upon or aided by these mechanical 
helps to good and exact refraction work. 

It must not be overlooked that in order to 
receive the greatest benefit from any eye- 
testing instrument, the refractionist himself 
must be a past master in his profession, be 
thoroughly conversant with mathematical 
deductions and be enabled to understand and 
appreciate what the instrument is saying, 
for instruments do speak, speak in a lan- 
guage clear and intelligible to those who 
have the faculty of interpretation, and pos- 
sess the key to decipher the hieroglyphic 
writing on the wall. But all of us are not 
gifted with this pre-omniscient knowledge 
and therefore have to depend more or less 
upon the actual information received from 
the instrument to guide us in attaining the 
desired result; that is, we allow the in- 
strument to solve the problem itself, instead 
of using it as a guide to lead us in the 
right direction and help us over the “snags” 
of concealed or latent pitfalls. 

The question naturally arises, what is the 
value and true position of optical instru- 
ments in refraction work? The answer to 
this question entails a consideration of the 
many excellencies of the clever instruments 
that the inventive genius and mechanical 
skill of the manufacturers has placed with- 
in the grasp of the up-to-date refractionist. 

In refraction work it is absolutely essen- 
tial to be able to divide the spherical from 
the cylindrical element, and make the line 
of demarcation as positive as possible; in 
fact, to be able to estimate exactly where 
the one leaves off and the other commences. 
There is no doubt that the power to 
achieve this important point is made very 
much easier since the introduction of the 
ophthalmometer, and it is of great advan- 





tage to be able beforehand to be in pos- 
session of a fairly accurate idea of the 
amount and axis of the astigmatic error. 
This is particularly useful in cases of low 
astigma, especially where the spherical er- 
ror is full and the accommodation active; 
it is also of great service in the irregular 
variety, in cases of high abnormalities the 
instrument records the fact and furnishes 
the refractionist with data that prepares him 
to attack with boldness and accuracy the 
case before him. 

In this respect it has been quite interest- 
ing to me to refer to record cases of 20 years 
ago, the cases of those who have returned 
within the past few years and been re- 
examined, when I have been surprised to 
find a much higher amount of astigmatism 
than my former record showed, and in some 
cases, where poor vision was recorded, I 
have been enabled, by the aid of the oph- 
thalmometer, to attain very fair normal vis- 
ion, the instrument having armed me with 
the fact that a high degree of corneal ir- 
regularity was a prominent feature of the 
case. The former result was not exactly the 
fault of want of skill, but to the fact that 
spherical correction was firmly refused and 
a medium amount of cylinder power not 
producing sufficient improvement to war- 
rant or lead to further trial in that direc- 
tion, the best possible spherical correction 
was prescribed. Now all this is changed 
and we have, in the ophthalmometer, an in- 
strument which not only enables us to 
grasp with prewarned prescience the na- 
ture and extent of the astigma, but is a 
decided advantage in the saving of time. 

In the days when the shadow test became 
the all important and latest development of 
the optical field, it was very important that 
we should possess a simple and easily man- 
ipulated instrument that could be used 
without the necessity of a dark room, and 
would do away with all those calculations 
and deductions which are absolutely neces- 
sary when carrying out good retinoscopic 
work under the system of the open mirror. 
This desideratum has been attained in the 
various retinoscopes which have been in- 
vented and more recently in that admirable 
instrument, the “Retino Skiameter” and 
“Geneva Retinoscope,” and there can be no 
question as to the pre-eminent gain to the 
refractionist from instruments so cleverly 
constructed and so reliable in their results, 
for they enable us to reduce what was prev- 
iously largely a measure of uncertain esti- 
mation to that of a fairly exact and reli 
able correction, and, when used in conjunc- 
tion with the new dynamic method, pro- 
duces absolute reliability and correctness in 
the results obtained therefrom. With 
these instruments we are not only able to 
fathom the intricacies of latent errors, but 
also to unlock the provoking and persis- 
tent ciliary spasms which used to be such 
an annoying and puzzling feature of refrac- 
tion work and in whose troubled waters the 
patience and reputation of many a young 
and inexperienced refractionist has suffered 
severely. 

In the old past the heterophorias were 
the puzzle of puzzles, and brave and daring 
was the refractionist who grappled with the 
intricate nature of their concomitant diffi- 
culties, but, thanks to the aid of the mod- 
ern phorometers, supplemented with a large 
amount of experimental research, the solu- 
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tion of this one-time puzzle has _ bee 
brought within the compass of the averag: 
and painstaking refractionist. 

These, with the many refractometers, op 
tometers, keratescopes, etc., all admirable 
instruments which optical genius and mce- 
chanical skill has perfected and rendered 
so adjustable and so easy of application t 
the most sensitive and timid patient, ren 
der our profession, when supplemented by 
the highest attainment of optical knowledge 
on the part of the refractionist, one of the 
most reliable and exact of modern sciences 

Having now considered retrospectively 
the aspect of ophthalmic instruments and 
their usefulness, it remains to point out their 
proper place in refraction work. This is a 
matter largely of individual eccentricity and 
while one refractionist may favor one in- 
strument and another favor another, it may 
not be out of place for me to point out a 
general line of procedure upon which we 
may all agree. 

The first question which naturally pre- 
sents itself in any case of refraction is: Is 
it of a myopic or hyperopic nature? Sec- 
ond: Is it complicated with astigma? 

I think it is better to answer the second 
question first and here it is that the oph- 
thalmometer plays such an important part, 
as with it we are enabled quickly to de- 
cide as to the nature and extent of any 
corneal irregularity and note down its ex 
tent and axis. Having done this our first 
question comes in for solution. Query: 
Myopia or Hyperopia? This can readily 
be ascertained by the shadow test, and hav- 
ing been previously armed with the knowl- 
edge of corneal irregularities, if any, by the 
ophthalmometer, we can the more readilv 
approximate to neutrality our retinoscopic 
correction and are enabled to differentiate 
between corneal and lenticular astigma. 

The orthophoric conditions ought now to 
be the subject of our investigation, and the 
muscle test, or phorometric instruments, 
brought into subjective application and 
their results attested. 

Having now these various data before us, 
based upon the deductions of the findings 
of the various instruments, it now remains 
for us to balance and blend all the con- 
flicting elements into harmonious binocular 
vision by test lenses in the trial frame at 
the distant type. 

For the test case is the court of last re- 
sort, the court of appeal to which must be 
submitted the results approximated by a 
careful and experienced appreciation of the 
findings of the instruments and their modi- 
fication or otherwise in the exercise of bin- 
ocular adjustment must be the factor which 
should govern the nature of the final pre- 
scription and to whose final judgment and 
decision we must bow with implicit con- 
fidence and submissive obedience. 

Those of us who can recall the time 
when we had to rely upon our experience 
and quick-wittedness, with only the test 
case to work out the most intricate case of 
ametropia, will duly appreciate the optical 
instruments of to-day, and looking over my 
record books of the past, record books that 
go back to 1870 and contain over 35,000 
names, attest to the careful work done at 
that time and give evidence of the satis- 
factory manner in which we were able, even 
under those crude conditions, to master 
many difficult cases.

In order, however, to remove the prejudice that 
may exist as to the empiricism of our business, we 
must be constant students of the various branches 
of science made necessary by our profession. One 
of the greatest benefits to be derived from such 
an organization as this is to stimulate its members 
to research and investigation. In this progressive 
age the quack must give way to the man of knowl- 
edge, the humbug to the man of honesty and merit. 
To get and hold the respect of the people, we must 
qualify ourselves to the highest attainable point of 
knowledge and proficiency, burning midnight oil 
in our studies, taking optical journals, attending 
lectures and meetings, and, above all, by careful 
observation that come under our 
care, and reporting them to our brother opticians.

Foreign trade papers speak about a new 
model wheel-stretching tool which was lat 
ly placed on the market. The tool is illus- 


trated Fig. 4, and, as will be noticed, has 
some resemblance to that illustrated in 
Fig. 1 in the first part of this article.

After some 
trials an ordinary paper was found to be 
sufficiently efficacious without the addition 
of any salt. 

The results obtained with the bal- 
ance numerous. In no the 
timepieces furnished with it present anom- 
alies in the rate, and all without exception 
have confirmed the predictions of the theory 
concerning the secondary error. This is 
not always strictly null, but it is always 
so slight that it may be attributed to small 
irregularities in the rate of the timepieces. 
The resumptions after the thermic tests, 
and the rates for a long period, have also 
shown that the new balance is at least as 
stable as the ordinary balance of the best 
quality. 

It cannot be said that the daily rates are 
strictly constant for an extended period. 
Such a result will probably never be at- 
tained in new chronometers, which require 
a certain time to become settled; but the 
variations are still very slight, generally 
less than a second after several months of 
tests.

QueEsTION No, 290.—Fresh Water Pearls. 
—Are fresh water pearls as good and as 
valuable as sea pearls? K. McS. 

ANSWER :—Fresh water pearls in general 
are remarkable for their variety of tints, 
and nowhere is the variation more marked 
than in those from Wisconsin. Although 
white is most common, almost any color 
from pink, purple, or red, to gold, brown, 
and black may be met with, while even a 
peacock blue pearl is on record. The golden 
and wine colored specimens are presumably 
from the beautiful Ohio dromas, the only 
common species with a golden or yellow 
interior in the shell. Pink appears to be 
the color most highly esteemed in America, 
next to which comes red and then black; 
but exceptional colors, like sky-blue, com- 
mand huge prices. So far as shape is con- 
cerned, the first place is taken by spherical 
pearls, after which come hemispherical or 
bullet-shaped examples, while oval or pear- 
shaped specimens follow. As regards the 
maximum prices obtained for American 
pearls, the statements are somewhat con- 
flicting and indefinite. It seems, however, 
to be certain that a spherical pink pearl 
from Tennessee realized $650, while a sky- 
blue from Cancy Fork in the same State 
was sold in America for $950 and subse- 
quently in London for $3,300.

292 —Watch Adjusting.— 


QuEsTION No. 
Please answer the following questions in 
Workshop Notes: I have a No. 630 Wal- 
tham movement, 17 jewels, adjusted, that 
loses 12 seconds in 12 hours, with figures 12 
or 6 up in the vertical positions, but runs 
about right with dial up’ or down. The 
balance pivots are well polished and are flat 
on the end. What would you advise me to 
do to bring it closer to time? In regard to 
round end pivots, do you say a true circle 
or oval? Fie Abe Os 

ANSWER :—We have stated on several oc- 
casions why a flat pivot should not be made 
use of and also what we mean by rounded 
ends of pivots, which should not be ex 
actly semicircular, but represent only a 
part of a half circle, or oval as you say. 
As to correcting the position error 
would advise the following, which we think 
is most easily understood. We begin by 
rounding up the pivots and giving them 
the original shape which grandfather gave 
them. This will cause the gain in rate in 
the horizontal position and will make the 
position error still greater, i. e., it will cause 
the long vibration of the horizontal 
tion to be performed in a shorter time than 
the short vibration of the vertical position.

QvuEsTION No. 293.—Carborundum.—Can 
it be possible that Carborundum has any ef- 
fect on diamonds? A short time ago I pur- 
chased a diamond graver. It is especially 
recommended for turning down Carborun 
dum wheels. When I first purchased it the 
crystal was bright, with sharp, well-defined 
edges. I have used it for dressing a 1-in. 
Carborundum wheel which I use with my 
lathe for grinding pallets, etc. Have also 
turned some laps from “Arkansas Stone.” 
The diamond now plainly shows abrasion, 
the edges are rounded and it has wori 
round like a pebble. Pe 


ANSWER :—The experience you have had 
with a diamond graver seems to confirm the 
statement about quality and hardness which 
the manufacturers of carborundum claim 
for their products. They say: When exact 
ness is desired in expressing the hardness 
of a substance it is referred to Mohr’s 
scale, so named from it originator, in which 
10 minerals of differing degrees of hardness 
are used to construct a scale of 10 points, 
from soft to intensely hard. These min 
erals and their positions on the scale are: 
1, talc; 2, gypsum; 3, calcspar; 4, fluorspar ; 
5, apatite; 6, feldspar ;*7, quartz; 8, topaz; 
9, sapphire; 10, the diamond. On this 
scale emery, while variable, usually stands 
between 7 and 8, and corundum is slightly 
under 9. Recent investigations at the 
Johns Hopkins University indicate that the 
difference between 9 and 10 is fully as great 
as that between 1 and 9. In this great gap 
between the sapphire and diamond the 
judges of abrasives at the World’s Colum 
bian Exposition placed carborundum, and 
while its exact position is not yet deter 
mined it that its 


is thought hardness ex 


ceeds that of corundum to the same extent 
that corundum exceeds gypsum or chalk. 
It is this intense hardness that prevents a

wheel made of it from dulling and enables 
it to cut four times as corundum. 
It is to all intents and purposes a diamond, 
at a fraction of the cost.

QueEsTIon No. 294——Bleaching Ivory 


—I have different articles of ivory that haz 


become yellow through age or smok 
Could you give me some method 
bleaching them? B. FN. 
ANSWER :—The following are a few re 
ceipts which were recently published by 
the Drug Circ. and Chem. Gazette. As they 


might be of use to most of our readers, we 
give them in full: First, the ivory 
well with ammonia water, then with water, 
and finally apply a solution of hydroger 
peroxide; (2) expose the ivory for three or 
four days to the action of the sunlight, in 
a bath of turpentine oil; (3) treat the ivor 
alternately with a solution of potassiur 
permanganate (1a250) and oxalic aci 
(1a100), letting the ivory remain in eacl 
solution f half hour; then rinse we

ber of times; (4) place the ivory in a hot 
mixture of undissolved lime, bran and 
water; remove after a short interval, plac 
in dry sawdust, and with the latter rul 
thoroughly, then expose to the air.

HE Winter Palace at St. Petersbu 
Russia, with the exception of 
Vatican at Rome, is the largest reside: 
in the world. It has 700 rooms, many 
them of enormous siz¢ It is said tl 
5,000 soldiers have been sheltered un 
its roof. The Czar does not occupy it ve 
often, as he prefers the smaller and m 
comfortable palaces at Peterhoff a1 
Gatschina, but most of the court bal 

banquets and other official functions 


place there. He has six palaces in a 
around St. Petersburg, but those are 
favorites. The store rooms of the Wint 


Palace are filled with the china of t 
Russian Czars as far back as Catherine tl 
Great, and here a lady collector was ab 
to obtain samples by purchasing them 
the attendants, who brought the pieces 
her hotel one at a time for several day 
afterward, and demanded only moderat 
prices—not more than such plates woul 
be worth at a shop without considering tl 
value of association. The imperial chi 
is all of Russian manufacture, and does n 
equal in quality or in lustre the product 
of Austria or Germany or France. It 
plain and coarse, and the decorations ar 
not very artistic, although there is in tl 
Winter Palace a world-famous table se:

third monarch of that name. It is sail 
that the private china in the smaller pal 
aces is very different and of much bette:
